First: 

That the Meeting fix the compensation of Town Offi- 
cials as follows: Clerk, $75.00; Treasurer, $75.00; Sel- 
ectmen, Chairman, $200.00, second and third, $100.00 
each; Collector of Taxes, 1% of collections; Auditors, 
$10.00 each; Highway Department, Road Agent, $5.00 
per day when working for the town, Employees not to 
exceed $3.00 per day, except tractor driving, for which 
the maximum wage shall be .50 per hour. For trucks, in- 
cluding driver, not to exceed $1.50 per hour while haul- 
ing gravel and $8.00 per day while jobbing. A day to con- 
sist of nine hours. 


Second: 

That the Road Agent, with the advice and consent of 
the Selectmen, be instructed to make some arrangement 
whereby the town may purchase its gas and oil at less 
than retail prices and commensurate with the amount 
used. 


Third: 

That the free use of the Town Hall, either by Religious, 
Educational or Agricultural organizations be discontin- 
ued, but that the Selectmen be authorized to make special 
rates for such organizations provided that such rates 
shall at least cover the light, heat and janitor expense. 
Fourth: 


That not later than June 1st, the Town Clerk shall send 
out notices, as provided by law, to all persons owning or 
harboring dogs for which they have failed to procure a 
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license and if such persons neglect to take out a license 
before July 1st the Clerk shall report the same to the Sel- 
ectmen who are hereby directed to prosecute such per- 
sons to the full extent of the law.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Stratham N. H.: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of the Stratham schools, the thirteenth in 
the series. 


At this time last year I included in my report a table sim- 
ilar to the one which is designated Table I, and which fol- 
lows immediately below. There were only 272 visits last 
year to all the schools by the parents and citizens of the 
town. Many citizens, of course, have no way of knowing 
the size of the schools; this table is therefore offered to fill 
this need; it shows the distribution of all the Stratham 
pupils in all grades from one to twelve.

In the interests of economy several statistical tables are 
eliminated this year from the report. It seems wise, how- 
ever, to include Tables II., III. and IV. since they are con- 
cerned with the every day work of the school. I have 
asked the School Nurse to give me a summary of her work 
this year so that all may be informed about her activities; 
this report is appended. I call your attention to Table IIL, 
especially that part of it dealing with attendance and tardi- 
ness. Straham had last year the best record in percentage 
of attendance of any similar district within my knowledge, 
and we had only about half the number of cases of tardiness 
recorded in the best year in the last twelve. In twelve 
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years the percentage of attendance has risen from 91 to 
97.43 while the tardiness marks have dropped in number 
from 300 to 34. A combination of interested parents and 
teachers brings these results. I can safely say that since 
my last report the schools have been really as efficient and 
happy as the figures above indicate. Our teaching staff re- 
mains with us this year and is maintaining the high stand- 
ard of work already set. After all, the teacher is the most 
important factor in the education of the pupil. You and the 
district are to be congratulated on the possession of such a 
corps of workers. 


Many of the repairs to buildings which were spoken of 
last year have had to wait for better times; the times are 
now no better and of course all except the essential matters 
must be postponed till more light is seen through the forest 
of depression. The physical plant is in fair condition. Ad- 
ditional janitor service where greatly needed in our coldest 
weather this year has made our school rooms very comfort- 
able. 


The usual achievement tests were given at the end of the 
last school year and the results used in various ways; they 
are ott file in my office, to be seen by the School Board or 
interested parents. 


It is a pleasure once more to record the thanks of those 
who work daily in the schools for the generous cooperation 
of the School Board and all interested citizens.
